- LOOKING FOR AN 
- EQUATORIAL SHANGRI-LA.

Tall, dark 30-year-old Rodney Needham siepped off the ship 
at Singapore last week to begin the second leg of his strange 
journey—in’ search of a Shangri-la set in a green and seer rain | 
forest on an island near the Equator. .
